It charged with riolattng these rules 
and the union's oflcers and the com- 
pany's management disagree upon the 
disposition of his case. 

About 900 men are now out, but the 
linemen are expeeted to tollow the 
condueton and motormen. The strik- 
ers hare started a bu^ serrlee. 

The rnmpany n;ade no attempt to 
move cars on Sunday. There was no 
activity about the bami or terminals, 
and the big crowds of strikers and 
idlers that assembled saw nothing to 
excite them. 

A number of motormen imported by 
the company from other cities were 
taken to the Lakeriew' terminus of the 
road, and all that were not captured 
by the Rtrfkcrs were boated there for 
the night ' 

If the strikers do not return to work 
their places will be filled as far as 
poesible by new men, and an atterppt 
made to move the cars. This thp 
strikers will not permit, or at lea^t 
they say they will not. and while they 
ba;re been very quiet, there is appar- 
ently a grim determinatioo oo their 
part to thwart the efforts (tf the com- 
pany to move cars. 

There has been some talk of a sym- 
pathetic strike on the part of the em- 
ployes of the Little Consolidated com- 
pany, but the leaders of the strike say 
they do not desire anything of the 
kind. On the other hand, they declare 
that it would only Injure them to tie 
up the other lines, for H would lose 
them the sympathy of the people, who 
hare thus far put up with incoilTe- 
nience and annoyance food natnrsdly.

Manilla, June 12.— The Filipino oc- 
cupation of the proviuee of Cavlte has 
been broken, and, as, the result of the 
present movement,' tfts Amerloaas now 
control the important coast towns of 
Paranaque and Lias Plnas, while a 
long line of Insurgfnt trenches facing 
our south line has been cleared. 

The insurgents' have acain proved 
their ficility as dodgers, between 3,- 
000 and 4,000 warriors, who seemed 
desilned to b4 captured, h.-iving disap- 
peared, the majority sliding away un- 
der cover of the night, after fighting 
tho Americans all day. Some others 
came to meet our troops, with protes- 
tations of friendship. 

The Thirteenth infantry lost one 
as^ik killed and six wounded, the Ninth 
Infantry one killed and five wounded, 
the Fourteenth Infantry three wound- 
ed, and the First Colorado volunteer 
regiment 11 wounded. 

TIm work was the hardest our army 
has seen. The battlefield stretched out 
across the entire isthmus from La- 
guna de Bay to the harbor. While the 
troops Vere advancing, the army gun- 
boat Napidan, in the river nearTaguig, 
shelled the enemy, killing several of 
tkem. ' The monitor Moaadnock and 
the gunboat Helena shelled Paranaque 
and Las Pinas all day with the full 
power of their batteries. 

The Filipino sharpshooters kept in 
kldlng until the American lines had 
passed, and then attempted to spot 
stragglers from the trees. Owing to 
their poor marksmanship, this WSS 
Without result 

The wbols eonntry proved to be a 
succession of small bills, with boggy 
ground between the high, thick grass, 
and bushed in the hollows, which 
greatly added to the difllculty of the 
•dTaace, bat gave shelter that saved 
many from the enemy's bullets. Our 
men threw away their blankets, coats 
and even haversacks, stripping to the 
waist and trusting to luck for food. 
W)ater could not be obtalnad, and there 
was much discomfort after the can- 
teens were emptied. 

At the outset the Colorados, the 
Ninth infantry and the Twenty-first 
Infanti^ forced the line of insurgent 
trenches, wheeled to the left a^d drove 
the enemy toward the lake. During 
thi« nianc)euvt'r the Filipinos in con- 
cealed trenches on the right opened an 
enfilading fire, but the brigade, partly 
owing to the high grass, had few hit. 
The Ninth infantry crept' around to 
the right, fl.inklng flic trenches, driv- 
ing out the Filipinos and killing many 
Of them. • 

The Colorado regiment advanced to 
the lake. Two companies encountered 
trenches on top of a knoll, where the 
FlllpU»9S stood waist high above a 
trench, -^uring a volley upon the ad- 
vancing Americans. The Colorado 
troops charged and drove tbem out, 
Lieutenant Colonel Moses being 
wounded in the arm as he Jumped 
Into the trench. 

Itt the meantime General Wheaton's 
column advanced one and a half miles 
toward Paranaque, where the Ameri- 
cans found a strong trenoh on a ridge, 
6«t Of wktok ther drove tke Filipinos 
by hard flghUng. 

. Tke enemy tried to Ukal the dis- 
mounted troops of the Feuith cavalry, 
accompanying Major General Lawton, 
and at the saae time they made their 
only advance, throwing a skirmish line 
to flsnk the Fourteenth Infantry, but 
they were easily repulsed, the Ameri- 
,can artillery coming to the crest of the 
bill and shelling them. 

In the afternoon General Wheaton's 
brigade, headed by General Lawton, 
encountered a large force of Filipinos 
In the shelter of the trees. General 
LawioD bad a narrow escape. In the 
first volley of the enemy the horses of 
three of his staff officers were shot 
from under them. The Colorado regi- 
ment bore the brunt of this attack and 
dispersed the Fi^liplnos. 

Hardly bad they finished oft that lot 
when a large force appeared in the 
rear, which the Ninth infantry and a 
part of the Colorado regiment drove 
away. By tbla time nearly the whole 
division was around Las Pinas. 
- ^TIm Americans camped for the night 
south of the town and in the midst 
of a heavy rain. In the morning Gen- 
ei^al Wheaton advanced upon Las 
Plnas, with a troop of cavalry, the 
Twenty-first InfaaUTi the Colorado 
regiment, part of tie Ninth Infantry 
and two mountain inns, crossing two 
streams and entering the town without 
firing a shot.

Casper, Wyo., June 12.— The "Hoi* 
to the Wall," for years a refuge fur 
outlaws^ promises to be cleansed of 
its desperate Inhabitants. 

The daring robber band which loot- 
ed the Union Pac|flc express at Ro. k 
creek recently and escaped to the fast- 
ness of their dens in the "Hole In the 
Wall" in spite of the fact that they 
were closely pursued over plain and 
mountain, are to be ByBtematically 
bunted to their .death. To this pur- 
pose the MTual railroad managers 
with interests in this state are organ- 
izing posses and the out laws will b° 
given no rest. It Is expected 200 men 
will be ensaged In the big ban hunt. 

The state, express and railroad com- 
panies have offered an aggregate of 
$.'5,000 each for the heads of the mem- 
bers of the band. In addition to this 
head money in the event of success, 
the men who are arranging for this 
chase will be armed and fed by the 
corporations and big cattle companies 
of this section daring the ttas they 
are engaged. 

Thus they are enabled to enlist a 
typical band of rough riders and every 
man of them a de^d shot. The various 
bands of man hunters will be occom- 
panied by Indian trailers, bloodhounds 
and pack trains. The men are all to 
be sworn in as deputy sheriffs and will 
be in charge of the officers of the sev- 
eral counties In northwesUm Wyom- 
ing. 

A gorge BO narrow that two horses 
cannot walk abreast is the only gate- 
way to the "hole." There are paths 
over the granite wall for men. but not 

for beasts. 

The six road agents who looted the 
Union Pacific express box will not op- 
pose this small army of allies alone. 

It is estimated that at least 50 men on 
whose heads there are prices set. and 
who are wanted in naany states are to 
be found hiding there. Some of tbem 
are following; the peaoefnl pursuits of 
farmers and ranchers, and only seek 
to hide their identity. Many of these 
men are convicted criminals and some 
o( them are under the sentence of 
death. It is commonly stated that Bob 
Taylor, the condemned Missouri mur- 
derer, is living there, herding cattle 
for another murderer, George li.Uk' . 
who killed his wife at Cheyenne.

^ County Judge Bnllock, Auditor Pearce 
and Hon. C. J. Bronston, who have been 
in Maysville for several days looking 
after the interest of the city and county 
in the Maysville and Lexington Turn- 
pike Company, returned to the city Fri- 
day oight, all pleaaed with tha Anal ont- 
ooiM of ttia aqoabble. 

Judge Bullock was seen by a reporter 
for The Herald shortly after bis arrival 
and he told of the success the Lexington 
party had with Col. Baldwin, and that 
the county had fiaally disposed of its in- 
terest in the road for all time to coma. 
"Ool. Baldwin finally came to the tarma 
which wa flrit proposed to him," said 
Judge Bullock, "and rather than make a 
long fight in the oourta we decided to 
sell and get through with thrmatter. If 
we ha>l not sold, Baldwin would have 
gone to the United States Court and ap- 
plied for a receiver and would have been 
allowed his attorney's fees aud probably 
in tbe long run would have been ap- 
pointed receiver. The original propo- 
sition the county made to liini was that 
he buy all oi Fayette's stock at u price of 
about t>0 par ahare, and the settlement 
made to-day was virtually on the basis 
of $20 per share. This sale again places 
Col. Baldwin in control and relieves me 
of tbe duties of President and also knocks 
out the new Board of Directors.
